Big Majority for Nicaragua Pro- 
ject in the House. 

Despite the Lobby, Only Thir- 
ty-five Voted Against It.

By the largest majority on any lm ■ 
portant measure this session— 225 to 
35— the Nicaragua Canal bill passed 
th>* House on Wednesday, May 2 A 
motion to recommit the bill with tbe 
purpose that it be held back until 
December, when tbe canal commission 
shall have reported, was iost, recelvs 
ing si ayes to 171 noes. Tbe support 
was not strong enough to force a roll 
call. The amendment striking out 
lortificalions and substituting author- 
ity to protect was carried, most of the 
Democrats voting in the negative, lor 
campaign purposes, to emphasize tbeir 
opposition to the Hay Pauncefote 
treaty. 

Much excittment reigned through- 
out the day, and several tiraca bitter 
words were used. The excitement 
reached its climax in a highly dra- 
matic scene between Mr. Hepburn and 
Mr. Cannon, when the former used 
the words "lie” and "liar,” as he de- 
nounced the distinguished chairman 
of the appropriations committee for 
attempting "to dishonor him.” 

The House was in riotous confusion 
during the quarrel. Members crowd, 
el the aisles and the situation at one 
time was so threatening that Mr. 
Wheeler, (Deni ), of Kentucky, sought 
to pour oil on the waters by raising a 
point of order. But he was not up- 
held, and the two irate members car- 
ried their war to the very hilt. There 
was a show of peace at the close of the 
incident, but the feeling between the 
two men ran so high that tbe mutual 
retractions with which such incidents 
generally end were but the cloaks for 
tbe keenest and most cutting sarcasm. 

ADMINISTRATION IS 1 ' LEASED. 

The result is extremely gratifying 
to the administration. It makes al- 
most certain the complete enactment 
of the measure at the short session. 

No legislation of this Congress has 
encountered the virulence of opposi- 
tion which the Nicaragua bill has. 
Reference Is not intended so mnch to. 
the open antagonism on tbe floor of 
the House as to the continuous eflort 
under cover to diccredit and cripple 
the measuie. An aggressive lobby 
has been present, resorting to every 
expedient to prevent action. The 
Panama Canal scheme baa been well 
represented. Holders ol something 
like $240,000,000 in bonds, face value, 
aie clinging to the hope that in some 
way the Nicaragua route may be 
abandoned and that these Panama se- 
curities may in time be wottb some- 
thing. Certain transcontinental rail- 
road interests In the extreme north- 
west have been arrayed against the 
bill. The strange argument that the 
isthmian canal will let Pacific coast 
wheat into European markets and cut 
the price ot Mississippi valley wheat 
toe a bushel has been made much of. 
During the debate in the House it has 
been repeatedly apparent that Repre- 
sentatives who on roll call supported 
the measure were secretly doing all 
they could to make it ineffective. 
Amendments which looked well on 
the face were In several instances of- 
fered for no other purpose than to 
cause postponement. 

Not at any time during this session 
of Congress has tbe lobby been so 
bold and so active. A year ago the 
opposition was successful in defeating 
action on the ground that more infor- 
mation was desirable. The same men 
who fought the canal then have been 
in the front of the present opposition, 
demanding that the commission pro 
vided for over a year ago shall be

given six months more to report 
Members claiming to be friends of the 
canal have joined in the effort to se- 
cure delay. 

OUTLOOK IN THE SENATE. 

It has been very well understood 
throughout the debate in the House 
that passage by one branch ol Con 
gresa was all that conld be expected 
at this session. Nothing, therefore* 
could be lost by the affirmative action 
of tbe Honse at this time. On tbe 
contrary, there would be a distinct 
gain il the bill reached the Senate be 
fore the recess. 

If nothing had been done at this 
session the enemies of the bill would 
have been tolerably sure ol prevent- 
ing enactment at tbe short session. 
But with the bill through the House 
t\e*n (« taken up by the Senate in 
December and passed with snch 
amendments as the report of the com 
mission may indicate to be advisable. 
Concurrence by tbe House in these 
amendments will be easy. 

In this light it is appa-ent that, 
though the Senate does not act at the 
present session, an important advan- 
tage has been gained by tbe passage 
through the House. The opponents 
of the bill understand what ground 
they are losing in not preventing the j 
approval by the House. This will 
account lor the vigor, not to say the 
intensity, of the fight against the pas 
sage. The battle that is being lought 
now is not prompted by tbe expecta- 
tion that the bill is going through 
Congress this session, but by the 
knowledge that the advantage gained 
will materially help passage in the 
short session. 

STORMY DERATE ON THE BILL 

The debate on the Nicaragua Canal 
bill was the stormiest of this session 
of Congress. All attempts to retain 
in the bill the language of the origi 
nal bill for the finishing of the canal 
and to strengthen the language on 
that line were balked, and the victory 
of Mr. Hepburn and the committee 
was complete. Mr. Cannon, chairman 
of the appropriations committee, and 
Mr. Burton, of Ohio, chaiiman of the 
river and harbors committee, made a 
game fight to stall eff action at this 
session, but their appeals were in vain 
aud the members rode rough shod 
over all tbeir arguments. 

When the House met, on motion of 
Mr. Hepburn, in charge of the bill, 
general debate was closed and the bill 
was read fur amendment under the 
five-minute rule. 

Mr. Hepburn offered the committee 
amendment to substitute tbe word 
“protect” lor "defend” in the first 
section. 

Mr. Mann, of Illinois, a member of 
tbe interstate commerce committee, 
said he favored a canal built, owned 
and fortified by the United States. 

Mr. Underwocd, of Alabama, said 
he favored the ftuilding of the canal. 
No gentleman could be found on the 
floor who would come out openly, he 
aaid, and declare his opposition to 
the project. Yet, he said, there was 
opposition, strenuous and dangerous, 
but concealed and indirect. 

Tbe amendment was then gdopted. 

PARKER AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Parker, of New Jersey, offered 
an amendment to strike ont that por- 
tion of the bill limiting tbe President's 
selection to tbe Nicaragua route. 

This amendment called fora protest 
from Mr. Hepburn, who declared that 
it was intended to revive interest in 
the Panama route, which had caused 
one of the “foulest scandals" in the 
history of tbe world. He charged 
that the emissaries of this discredited 
corporation were seeking to unload 
tbe enterprise on the American people. 
Much as he trusted the President he 
would not trnst any chief executive 
with unlimited means at his disposal 
to make the choice of routes of the 
canal. 

Mr. Burton, of Ohio, declared em- 
phatically that he was not in favor of 
the Panama route, but plain business 
sense demanded a proper investiga- 
tion and examination ot both routes. 

The Parker amendment was defeat- 
ed, 31 to 87. 

Mr. McCulloch, of Arkansas, offered 
an amendment to insert the words 
"fortify .garrison," between the words 
“construct" and "and defend.” He 
said he desired that the language of 
the bill should be unequivocal and 
should make plain the purpose of 
Congress to abrogate the Clayton- 
Eulwer treaty. 

Mr. Shafroth, of Colorado, heartily 
supported tbe amendment. We should 
have a fortified canal or no canal, he 
said. 

Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, said 
he should like to see the word "fortis 
fy" in the bill, but the main thing 
was to construct tne canal and wipe 
out 10,000 miles of ocean voyage and 
freight charges in proportion. War 
would abrogate all treaties, and the 
American Government, iu the extent 
of war, would not hesitate to fortify 
and defend the canal. 

CANNON AND HEFRURN CLASH 

A dramatic and sensational scene 
occurred between Mr. Cannon, chair- 
man of the appropriations committee, 
and Mr. Hepburn, in charge ot the 
Nicaragua Canal bill. Mr. Cannon 
resented some remarks made last night 



by Mr. Ilepbnrn impugning his (Can- 
non'*) sincerity. Mr. Cannon spoke 
under excitement, saying he had just 
read Mr. Hepburn’s attack upon bim. 
As he proceeded he recalled an inti- 
mation that had come to him, of which 
be had spoken yesterday, that those 
who were promoting this bill were 
doing so to delay tbe canal. Yet, he 
said, he had acquitted Mr. Hepburn 
of any snch intention. To-day he 
frankly stated that Mr. Hepburn's 
name had been connected with the 
rumor. 

"Who was the author of the ru- 
mor?" asked Mr. Hepburn, jumping 
to his feet 

“A newspaper man," replied Mr 
Cannon. "I do not know hia name.” 

Continuing.and speaking with great 
deliberation, Mr. Cannon said hr 
would have been satisfied with the 
acquittal he gave Mr. Hepburn yes- 
terday had not his "doubts been 
aroused.” 

"My observation," said he, "is that 
when a man is willing to challenge 
the sincerity of another it is because 
he is turning tbe glass Inward upon 
himself, I do not rise to justify my 
own reputation for sincerity. Upon 
my record of twenty five years in pub- 
lic life I will stand or fall. 

HEPBURN'S STRONG LANGUAGE. 

The excitement grew as Mr. Cannon 
proceeded. Mr. Hepburn's face was 
white, and his words came in a per- J 
feet torrent when he replied. He 
thought it entirely possible, he said, ^ 
that some one whose name could not 
be recalled, was lying about the capi- 
tol in the interest of tbeir pet projects. 
Interests in Mr. Cannon's own city of 
Chicago, he declared, were trying to 
sell things to the government, and he 
thought it altogether likely the Pana- 
ma company might try to defeat this 
bill. 

"I know no man connected with 
the Panama company," cried Mr. 
Cannon, fiercely. "Can the gentle- 
man say as much?” 

"Yes; except as they have appeared 
before my committee,” replied Mr. 
Hepburn, who, continuing, appealed 
to the record for confirmation of what 
he had said about Mr. Cannon. Then, 
pausing for a moment, and looking 
sqnarely at Mr. Cannon, he proceed- 
ed. 

"I say this to him: If be feathers 
the rumor that I have any other pur- 
pose to serve I say be has lied.” 

THE HOUSE IN AN UPROAR. 

Quick as a flash Mr. Cannon asked 
Mr. Hepburn to repeat his statement. 

By this time the Honse was in a 
wild state of excitement and confus- 
ion, and Mr. Wheeler, of Kentucky, 
attempted to call the gentleman to 
order, but the chair said he had heard 
nothing unparliamentary, aud Mr. 
Ilepburn proceeded: 

"I aay, if the gentleman attempted 
to give currency to the statement he 
did me a gross injustice by making 
such an underhanded imputation." 

Mr. Cannon, with fl ushed tace, de- 
clared that Mr. Hepburn was adopt- 
ing the tactics of the cuttlefish. "He 
seeks to muddy the waters and swim 
away." 

"I am not seeking to muddy tbe 
waters.” retorted Mr. Hepburn, pas- 
sionately. "I am responsible for wbat 
I said to the gentleman here and else- 
where. The gentleman tried to dls 
honor me, and I resent it.” 

Mr. Cannon protested that he had 
done nothing of the kind; (hat be had 
treated the gentleman from Iowa with 
great respect, and bad himself been 
assailed without provocation. He 
would dismiss tbe whole subject, be- 
lieving Mr. Hepburn's violent remarks 
were due to his temper and uot his 
judgment. Here tbe matter rested. 

STILL ANOTHER SCENE.

curred, when Mr. Gaines, of Tennes- 
see, took exception to a personal al- 
lusion made to him by Mr. Mann, of 
Illinois. After reading from the Rec- 
ord Mr. Mann's statement, Mr. Gaines, 
with great vehemence, declared that 
the man who had uttered the words 
was "devoid of common decency, 
courtesy and gentility.” Tho Illinois 
member had told him, Mr. Gaines 
said, that he had come from the Sonth 
and was a Southern man, and be 
thanked God that he was 1,500 miles 
removed from contact with the South. 

Mr. Mann came down the aiale as 
Mr. Gaines concluded and, in sarcas- 
tic tones, said: 

"Mr. Chaiiman, if the remarks came 
from any other member than the gen- 
tleman from Tennessee they would 
deserve a reply, but from him they 
need no answer.” 

As Mr. Mann turned hia back Mr. 
Gaines raised his right hand menac- 
ingly and exclaimed, amid confusion 
and langhter: 

"I want to say that I am responsible 
for every word I say.” 

After fnrther disenssion a vote was 
taken on the pending amendment, and 
it was defeated, 66 to 114. 

Another amendment by Mr. Bur- 
ton, of Ohio, striking out the word 
"Greytown,” was defeated, 14 to 79. 

Mr. Lovering, ol Massachusetts, of- 
fered an amendment limiting the pay- 
ment to Nicaragua and Costa Rica to 
$3,000,000. It was defeated without 
division. 

The committee amendments to the 
second section were adopted. 

Mr. Neville, ot Nebraska, offered an 
amendment, which was defeated, pro 
vidlng that wherever possible only 
American labor should be employed 
in the construction of tbe canal. 

Mr. Marsh, of Illinois, predicted 
that the Nicaragua Canal would be 
the entering wedge for a great canal 
connecting the great lakes with the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

The excitement increased as the 
time for a vote approached. Mr. 
Grosvenor and Mr. Cannon exchanged 
broadsides, and Mr. Burton made his 
final protest against the bill. He de- 
clared that the house was proceeding 
illogieally and hastily. The other 
committee amendments were adopted, 
and Mr. Burton offered his final 
amendment, providing that no money 
should be expended under the terms 
of the bill until the isthmian canal 
commission made its report. Tbe 
amendment was defeated without dl 
vision. 

A substitute by Mr. Shackelford, 
that the bill should not go into effect 
if the Hay Pauncefote treaty was rati- 
fied, was dc feated. 

The bill was then reported to tbe 
House. 

Mr. Adamson, of Georgia, demanded 
a separate vote upon the committee 
amendments substituting the words 
"provisions for defense" in place of 
"fortifications fordelense.” The com- 
mittee amendment was adopted, 154 
to 104. 

PASSAGE OF THE BILL. 

Mr. Burton then moved to recom- 
mit the bill to the interstate commerce 
committee, with instructions to report 
back for it a substitute authorizing 
the President to secure control of a 
strip of territory connecting the two 
oceans, for tbe construction of a ca- 
nal, and authorizing tbe construction 
of such a canal at a cost not to exceed 
$140,000,000. The motion was defeat- 
ed, 52 to 171. 

Mr. Burton demanded the ayes and 
noes, but could not get a second for 
his demand. The bill was then pass- 
ed, 225 to 35. 

The announcement was received 
with a whirlwind of applause from 
the floor and galleries. The nays 
were as follows:

Every student or pu 
pil rises in his place. The fl >g is 
brought foiward to the principal or 
teacher. While it is being brought 
forward the military salute is given, 
which is as follows: 

The right band is uplifud, palm 
downward to a line with the forehead 
close to it. While thus standing wuh 
the hand uplifted and in the attitude 
1 f Silute, all the pupils repeat togeth- 
er, slowly and distinctly, the follow- 
ing pledge: 

"I pledge allegiance to my dig and 
! the Republic for which it stands t) e 
nation indivisible, with liberty and 
justice tor all." 

At the words as pronounced in the 
pledge, "to my Hag," each one ex- 
tends the light hand gracefully, palm 
downward, toward thellig, until the 
end of the pledge of affirmation. Then 
ail hands drop to the side. The pu- 
pils, still standing, all sing in unison 
the song, "Auieiic.i." "My country 
'tis of thee." 

In the primary departments, where 
the children are very small, they are 
taught and repeat instead ot the 
pledge as given lor the older children:
